COVID-19 Community Update

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Six individuals in the Yokota community tested positive for
COVID-19 2 Dec - 8 Dec. The current number of active cases at Yokota is ten.

Two individuals had been in post-travel Restriction of Movement (ROM) upon entry into
Japan from the United States when the individuals received results from a PCR test. The
patients followed USFJ ROM policy and went directly into ROM status once the individuals

arrived to Japan.

The four remaining individual(s) were identified and quarantined by Public Health according

to strict Centers for Disease Control and Prevention guidance.

Public Health has notified all close contacts of the COVID positive individual(s) and
appropriate actions have been taken. The patient(s) are currently in isolation under

supervision by medical providers.

If you are experiencing possible COVID-19 symptoms (fever, cough, difficulty breathing,
chills, muscle aches, fatigue, headache, sore throat, stuffy nose, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or
sudden loss of taste and smell), DO NOT go to work or expose others.
